‘Taovon the proverb states that “There 
is little choice amongst rotten apples,” 
we have in China to look upon matters 
in a different light. “To be, or not to 
be,” would with a European be a matter 
of the utmost moment; but in China 
how not to be, or rather how to go out 
of the world in a respectable manner, 
isa matter of really more importance 
than the cutting short of one’s existence, 
It might reasonably be supposed that, 
having to die under the hand of the 
executioner, it would be a matter of 
indifference which method of exit were 





adopted; and 
“leit Ge done, when ’tis done, then "twere 
ve 


Ie were done quickly”— 





and, according to this standard, decapi- 
tation being the “short cut,” would 


certainly come in for the preference, 
But the “Heathen Chinee,” in dying 
as in living, is peculiar. ‘To the knife 
he prefers the rope—choosing to be 
choked off, rather than be decapitated, 
Last week, we mentioned the curious 
case of Chung Chi-lin and Chén Kwoh- 
jai, where, while the latter got off with 
his skin, the former—apparently the 
better man of the two—was sentenced 
to be strangled. Lucky dog!—the 
Chinese, it seems, think him—that, in 
addition to losing his life, he does not 
also lose his head. But strangling in 
China does not mean hanging. The 
latter, carried out in our rough and 
ready, happy-go-lucky, break-neck sort 
of way, would be too abrupt for the 
dignified Chinaman, who, for some 
reason or other, must be allowed halte 





to | ing-places on his way to eternity—halte 


ing-places where he may recover his 
breath, and tell us how he likes it. 
‘The rope having been put round his 
neck, and made to run easy, two lusty 
fellows catch hold of it, and gradually 
tighten it until they consider the 
tragedy has ran far onough for the first 
act, when they release him, and allow 
him to come to himself again, The poor 
wretch, who probably thought it was all 
over with him, slowly returns to the 
consciousness that, instead of being at 
the end of his natural journey, he has 
been called back, and has the whole 
ground to go over again, In this 
manner he is generally dispatched on 
his way, and called back, timo after 
time, until, getting tired of tho enter. 
tainment, poor human nature refuses 
at last to revive; and the weary 
traveller crosses the bourne, and enters 
the undiscovered country from which 
we are told none ever returns. 
He is now in the presence of his 
ancestors, and receives at once the 
reward of all his sufferings, He is 
able to appear in the presence of those 
who have gone before him with his 
head on his shoulders, instend of being 
relegated to that Oreus where dwell the 
manes of tho halt, the Jame, and tho 
mutilated. His neck may, perhaps, 





evince some traces of the Magistrate's 
work, but these are viewed only as the 
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dust of travel—indications of the road 
by which he came. His head being 
where it ought to be, and his neck not 
unduly elongated, he has escaped mu- 
tilation, that bugbear which makes 
decapitation so terrible to Chinamen,and 
renders poisoning, drowning, starving, 
and strangling the fashionable methods 
of committing suicide. So far, it is pos 
sible to understand why the sentence 
of strangling instead of beheading is 
considered merciful. But this end we 
might suppose would be equally at- 
tained were tho ‘criminal choked 
off ab once. Why cannot he be 
allowed to die once for all? Why 
cruelly call back his life, once again 
to take it away? Is this also done 
out of deference to the ton of Hades ? 
Does the visitor not like to rush in all 
at once upon his ancestors ; so halts on 
the road to give them notice of his 
coming? IE this be so, all we can 
sny is that he is considerate. Most 
people, to avoid so many disagreeable 
awakenings, would not hesitate to take 
their ancestors a little by surprise, by 
calling on them even unannounced ; and 
it does seem that some purseproud 
fellow is sometimes found less cere- 
monions, and breaks in upon their con- 
clave without having gone through 
the preliminary formalities. This he 
accomplishes by giving a bribe to bis 
executioner, who, instead of making 
him halt twice or thrice on the way, 
despatches him promptly to meet his 
fate. 

And this is China! When other 
countries, solicitous for the protection of 
dumb animals, are legislating to protect 
dogs and cats, not alone from wanton 
cruelty, but from the knife of those 
who are seeking to diminish the suffer- 
ings of humanity ;—at such a time, 
with all its boasting of autiquity and 
civilisation, it is guilty of such acts 
of barbarism as the death to which 
Chang Chi-lin has been doomed. Such 
things are only too common in China, 
the statements of Mr. Giles, to which 
we recently alluded, notwithstanding, 
and no good can come of blinking the 
fact. In the Chinese Hospital in the 
Shantung road, has been for nearly 
twelve months an unfortunate young 
soldier, crippled for life by the in. 
fliction of the bamboo. Yet no Chi- 
nese official ever sent to enquire after 
him, or contributed one cash towards 
his support. In the anxiety of the 
Chinese to follow the fashion of our 
armaments, it Las never occurred to 
them to take a Jeaf from the book of 
our homanity,—to engage surgeons, 








and establish a hospital in which their 
sick and wounded could be attended to. 
No; these things are far from a race 
which would impress on us, if it could, 
its pretence of being civilised; but all 
whose strivings towards western arts 
have bad one aim, and one only, in 
view,—the destruction of life, and the 
riveting still tighter the chains of an 
unprincipled bureaucracy.

THE WOOSUNG RAILWAY. 
‘We have good reason to believe that 
the time is past when any good can 
come of further reticence with regard 
to the Railway now in progress of 
construction between this and Woosung, 
and which, insignificant as it is, has 
fairly aroused the fears and jealousies 
of the Chinese Government. Even 
those best acquainted with the wonder- 
ful development of humanity displayed 
in the ranks of Chinese officialdom, 
have had to express surprise at the 
effect this small beginning has had on 
the entire body, and at the manner in 
which it has been met, aud been con- 
tested step by step and inch by inch. 
The whole thing has not been very 
creditable to their astuteness, their 
care for their own people, or their good 
faith. It was probably hoped at the 
beginning, that the acts which have 
proved effective in preventing the com- 
pletion of the lino of telegraph between 
Amoy and Foochow, would equally be 
made use of when it became, in the 
opinion of the mandarins at Shanghai, 
to their interest to stop the railway 
between Shanghai and Woosung; and 
that the populace could be induced to 
got up a mock show of hostility, which 
would necessitate the entrance of the 
Taotai on the scene, as a deus ex 
machina to calm the troubled elements. 
Fortunately, in this instance, the re- 
presentatives of the Chinese Govern- 
ment reckoned without their host, In 
the first place, the people, on whose 
assistauce they confidently reckoned,; 
steadily’ refused to get excited over 
what they clearly saw was in the 
long run likely to prove beneficial to 
themselves. Even cruel punishments 
inflicted at Pao-shan failed to con- 
vince them that any invidious design 
was hidden under cover of a Railroad 
to Woosung; and a peasantry ready 
to make itself heard and felt, if any 
interference were to be made against 
its will with its footpaths, its irriga. 
tion canals, and above all with the 
graves of its ancestors, quietly made 
its own arrangements with the pro- 
jectors of the intended line; so that, 
nearly three years ago, a space wide 
enough for ‘the required road was 
handed over clear to the sharebolders, 
In the second place, it happened that the 
proprietors of the line were men of more 
determined character than seem to have 
come to the front at Foochow. Kuow- 
ing the measures by which they were 
likely to be met, they assumed a dogged 
obstinacy even more effective than that 
of the mandarins ; and while carefully 
anxious that each step taken should be 
in itself just and reasonable, they left 
on one side the petty annoyances to 
which, day by day, they were exposed 
by tho ill-will of the mandarins. It is 
thus that “the enterprise has so far 
approached completion, that the little 
engine may be seen dragging its load of 
ballast as far as the village of Kongwan, 








half-way to Woosung; and thatto go and 
look at the unwonted sight has become 
with the Chinese one of the most popular 
of holiday pastimes. That an enter- 
prise so usefal in itself, and, therefore, 
we may add, so distasteful to the body 
of mandarins, should have been ear 
so far, in spite of every obstacle which 
Chinese officinldom could throw in the 
way, without one contretemps with 
the people, speaks not only very 
highly for the common-sense of 
its promoters, but shows, in addition, 
how deep-seated is the feeling of 
vergence of interest between the two 
classes in China—the governing and 
the governed. We can, therefore, the 
better understand the moving principle 
which has led up to the recent neg: 
tions for the acquirement of the line 
for the Government. The Foochow- 
Amoy telegraph line affords a good 
precedent. When war first seemed 
imminent between China and Japan, 
the Peking Government threw all 
responsibility in the carrying of it out 
on the Southern provinces. Tho an- 
thorities at Foochow were wise enough 
to seo that communication between 
Foochow and Amoy was a matter of 
vital importance, and entered into 
negociations accordingly to have a line 
of telegraph erected. When, however, 
the good offices of the British Minister 
at Peking, led to the well-founded hope 
that hostilities would be avoided, the 
anxiety of the officials was turned in 
auother direction, They were then as 
desirous of getting rid of the line, as 
before they were auxious to have it. 
‘Many were the measures tried, but the 
most effective in this case was the old 
one of popular disapprobation. So 
posts were pulled down, stations 
plundered, and working parties insulted, 
with, however, a boldness of pro- 
gramme which showed that the whole 
was merely the re-acting of an old 
stock drama. It was so far suecessfal, 
however, that when in the end the 
Chinese Government, with a queer 
effort at a display of wounded dignity, 
proposed to buy up the line, its offers 
were listened to. The natural’ result 
followed — the line has not been 
made; and we may safely predict 
that, unless pressure is brought 
to bear, tho line will not bo made, 
till another scare like that of the 
imminent Japanese war temporarily 
awakens officials to thenecessity,in their 
own interests, of quickening the meaus 
of obtaining information, In view of 
the very unsatisfactory result of the 
settlement of the telegraph line, we 
cannot but regret that our Minister 
should have, even by implication, given 
a seeming countenance to a similar 
proposition with regard to the Woosung 
Railroad. We can unhesitatingly say 
that a line of railway could not, in 
the first instance, by any possibility 
be placed in worse hands. In the 
first place, were we assured that 
the financial management would be 
of the purest description, there still 

















remains the fact that the Chinese Go- 


vernment has neither the practical nor 
economical knowledge requisite to carry 
out such an enterprise successfully, 
With the purest intentions, it must of 
necessity become @ failure in such an 
event. We have the example of the 
China Merchants’ Steamship Company 
before us, to see how much damage 
may be done by Governmental med. 
dling in things beyond its proper 
province. Even were it the desiro 
of the Chinese Government really 
to carry on the railway effectively, 
it would be an act of kindness on 
the part of the Minister to advise 
it, in preference, to leave such works 
as far as possible to private enter. 
prise. The whole course of events 
shows that its object has been to 
check and thwart the introduction 
of railways, or any other improve. 
ment, by every means in its power; 
and only at the last moment, and 
when every other means are ex: 
hausted, does it come offering to buy 
what it finds it cannot by other means 
prevent. Now, if we have obligations 
with China, we have likewise duties 
towards her. Nothing can be better 
devised to widen the growing breach 
between the Government and the peo 
ple, than the present system of seeking 
to concentrate all trade as a monopoly 
in the hands of the mandarins, If our 
Government seriously seeks the ruin of 
China, it cannot more effectively 
about it than by backing the bigh an- 
thorities in trying to turn the Empire 
into a governmental workshop. It is 
very well to speak about the dignity of 
a government; but experience shows 
that governments do not gain in dig 
nity by intermeddling in matters best 
left to private enterpri No pro 
jector of railways in China, or elso- 
where, is desirous of interfering with 
the rights of government, as he him. 
self las more or less to depend on the 
good offices of government for his suo 
cess. The government which holds 
the just mean between the capitalist 
who would introduce railways, and the 
people who are to be affected by them, 
will on the whole earn best the respect 
of all, There are circumstances when 
governments have themselves to take 
the initiative in the matter of railways, 
when the prospect is neither sufficiontly 
bright nor sufficiently assured to at- 
tract private enterprise. ‘This cou- 
dition of affairs has not existed in the 
matter of the Woosung line, where for- 
eign capital has been freely brought 
into the country. With the experience 
of half a century, it cannot be a difficult 
matter for the Ministers at Peking to 
frame a convention with regard to rail- 
ways in China, where all interests may 
be harmonised. 











“THE COMING KE...” 
A rew years ago, the English public 
were reading with that avidity which 
always attends the consumption of 
“forbidden fruit,” a book entitled 
“The Coming K,..” Forseveral years 
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the Chinese have been engaged in 
looking forward into the-future, and 
striving to ascertain what manner of 
man their future ruler will be. The 
natives have not glanced into the 
mysterious realm of the unknown in 
a spirit of sarcastic anticipation, but 
have been seeking with all the ap- 
paratus of supernatural machinery for 
some hint as to the character “He 
that should come,” is to bear. Such 
t least, we think we are right in 
saying, is the ocoapation of more than 
one of the mysterious secret societies 
with which the Middle Kingdom is 
lioneycombed, 

Iu order to sustain the interest 
in’ a brotherhood of this kind, there 
must be a search, and a search 
which always seems to be on the 
of attaining its object, yet is per- 
sistently baffled and defeated. By 
machinery of this kind, hope is 
always kept astir and active, and the 
expectation of the members of the 
Order is continually on the stretch. 
Now a contrivance, second to none 
in ingenuity, is employed in the secret 
sovieties of China, The rite which 
forms the central and chief feature of 
the meetings, is an anxious gazing into 
@ magio mirror. In this, the brethren 
are assured that they will one day 
behold the features of the sovereign 
who shall set all things right. The 
ideal of kingly character is to pre- 
sont himself clothed in a bodily form, 
and to show himself to the faithful 
seeker after truth. Now it is easy to 
ridicule this imposture, and to liken it 
to the artifice by which the dairy-maid 
or ook is induced to gaze into the 
pail of water, in order to find wi 
manvor vf man her sweetheart is 
to be. But we may see at a glance 
that the practice, though capable 
of being employed as the thread 
to hold a fraternity of mystics 
together, is also capable of being 
used for a subtle political purpose. 
Now, the rite we have described is 
the principal rite in the ceremonial of 
the lodge meetings (if we may be 
parmitied the phrase) of several 
e seoret societies, and presumably 
ie also observed in the secret conclaves 
of the “White Lily” brotherhood, 
which, as we know, is » Mohammedan 
fraternity. Now, what more likely 
than that the necret agents of the 
great Ameer will, when the proper 
moment arrives, contrive that his 
features shall be visible in the magic 
mirror? A very little contrivance 
could effect that the face of Yakoob 
Begh, or at least a face which 
might be supposed to represent 
the visage of the great Mohammedan 
chieftain, should appear simultane- 
ously, or, which is the same thing, 
should be described as appearing 
simultaneously at all the various meet- 
ings of the brotherhood of the “ White 
Lily!” This would drop the long- 
waited-for spark on the prepared com- 
bustibles, and be a signal for that vast 
uprising of the followers of the prophet 









































which circumstances point to as on the 
eve of occurring. We know how 
very easy it is to manipulate the masses 
when they have been prepared to ex- 
pect something startling for a long 
time, and when the final disclosure sup 
plies craving long felt. The Moham- 
medans in China are a great power, 
and they are elowly and surely gather- 
ing strength. They have fervid be- 
liefs; they might be united by a 
rallying ory; their temper is warlike, 
and their obedience to a leader who 
would show them the enemy would be 
implicit. ‘The Ameer has hitherto fol- 
lowed the traditions of the great con- 
querors of China, and he may be—not 
merely in the predictions of magicians 
and wizards—but in actual fact, the 
Coming King. If the latest romours 
have any basis, the first decisive step 
in the conquering march may have 
been already taken, 








PRISON ABUSES IN CHINA. 
We have frequently to call the attention 
of our readers to the valuable light 
thrown by the Peking Gazettes on the 
inner mysteries of Chinese life. The 
decrees and memorials give us hints 
that cannot be mistaken as to the 
real state of affairs; and the parade 
of pompous language that is used 
as a gilded envelope to conceal 
the inherent baseness of the practices 
connived at by officials fails to lighten 
their dark colour to any perceptible 
extent, The memorial of the Governor 
of Kweichow, Li Pei-king, which we 
published in a recent issue, is well 
worthy of attention. This official 
refers to a document published nearly 
a year ago, by the Censor Wang 
Chao-lan, on the excessive mortality 
occurring in the Prison of the Board 
of Punishments, and then some horri- 
ble details come out. 

It seems that, thirty years ago, an 
upright and out-spoken official named 
T'ang Yung-chuug, publi 
which exposed, with considerable cour- 
age and distinctness, the abuses which 
gather around the administration of 
justice, Long before the unhappy 
Chinaman is found guilty, the oppres- 
sions and exactions begin. Under the 
head of “Parties to a Case,” we are 
told, “may be classed individuals who 
“are involved in a pending trial, pos- 
“sibly through calamnious accusations, 
“or else as relations of a murdered 
“person, or merely as witnesses. Al- 
“though innocent of all crime, they are 
“exposed to the rough summoning of 
“yamén police, and to oppression on 
«the part of the local head-boroughs.” 
It is remarkable how long these abuses 
have existed, and how utterly powerless 
the remonstrances of Censor after 
Censor are to remove or mitigate them. 
Now and then a sweep is made in a 
particular province or district. Some 
years ago, a zealous official, who was 
earnest in the discharge of his duties, 
contrived to get 24,000 of the alguazils 
removed from petty offices in the 








province of Chibli, But, no doubt, 
directly the too active reformer was 
gone, the old abuses returned, and a 
fresh gathering of harpies collected 
around the office doors. But this is 
only one phase of the evils that beseb 
the administration of justice. We get 
most painful insight into the subject 
from the memorial before us. ‘The 
unbappy men who is directly or ine 
directly connected with a suit, is sont 
to the provincial capital, and is there 
thrast into the common prison. What 
the common prison of a Chinese city 
is, was first revealed to English eyes ab 
Canton; and foreign residents can see 
any day in the native city—a scone of 
filth, cruelty, and vileness, compared 
with which the dungeons in the Tower 
of London in Queen Mary's time were 
Inxurious pleasure houses. In loathe 
some dens, filled with vermin, and 
suffocatingly hot, the unhappy man, 
who may be quite innocent, is kept 
until the magistrate sees fit to 
throngh the farce of a trial, It is 
appalling to look at the statistics 
brought forward by the Censor, bat he 
is not likely to exaggerate, and wo 
read that “in two districts of Choh. 
Kiang, the deaths of prisoners over and 
above those who were in confinement for 
actual crime amounted to 800 or 400 
per annum.” In another district, “ho 
“never entered the magistrate’s yamén 
“without seeing two or three corpses 
“laid out for the official inquest.” 
Most of us recollect the excitement 
and passionate indignation aroused in 
Europe in 1851, when Mr. Gladstone 
wrote his memorable letter to Lord 
Aberdeen, disclosing the horrors of the 
Neapolitan prisons. The cruelties were 
regarded a8 an outrage on humanity 5 
but it must bo remembered that rer 
ligious bigotry may be expected to be 
violent in the punishments it inflicts, 
In China, however, the misery and 





deaths occur in the ordinary way ; the: 


cruelties are inflicted without even the: 
wretched exeuse of fanaticism, They 
are the result of greed and negligence, 
and a vicious system of Government. 
It is indeed lamentable that the public 
opinion of Europe cannot be brought 
to bear upon China; and that, now 

is admitted into the comity of 
the should not be taught some 
of the lessons of civilization.

Berdens —all form a picture of 
wealth and munificence not easily for- 
gotten, But if the halls only impress 
the spectator with a senso of lavish oost, 
they fail to convey the lessons, and to 
supply the analogies they are caloulated 
to afford. When visiting them recently, 
our, thoughts were carried home, and 
our reflections took some such shape 
as this, The stranger who vi 
London is much impressed and some- 
what puzzled by the ancient City 
Companies, Ho sees magnificent halls, 
sideboards glittering with gold plate, 
almshousos and schools, all supported 
by, close corporations nominally con- 
nected with particular trades. And his 
‘astonishment is increased when he reads 
of stately ceremonies at which great 
generals, prominent statesmen, and even 
Princes of the blood Royal are admitted 
aa the associates of Goldsmiths, Turners, 
Mercers, and Clothworkers. Now we 
fre perpetually endeavouring to dis- 
cover the differences between the East 
and the West. It is a favourite theory 
that the Oriental has nothing in com- 
mon with the personage who arrogates 
to himself the lofty title of “ heir of all 
the ages,” and who bears on his head 
thatbadge of civilization a stove-pipehat, 
It is impossible to avoid the fact, how- 
ever, that there are many points of agree- 
ment and similarity, as well as points of 
repulsion, between the Chinese and the 
man of the west. A point of resem- 
blance is found in the ancient trade 
guilds, The London City Companies, 
and the associations of merchants in 
the great cities of China, have many 
points in common. In each case, the 
traders are banded together by a com- 
munity of interests and by a simi- 
larity of occupation. In each case they 
aye an assembly hall as richly 
farnished as their funds permit, “ where 
“they meot to collect and appropriate 
“the subscriptions of the members, and 
“ gottle the rent or storage on-the rooms 
“and goods in the hall; to discuss all 
“pnblio matters, as well as the good 
“choer they get on such occasions, and 
“to confer with other guilds,” 

Now, though the foreign residents 
are aware, to their cost, of the power 
that exists in organization and com- 
bination, and though they often groan 
bitterly at the inequality of the fight 
between merchants who have a distinct 
ides of their common advantage, and 
merchants who labour under the im- 
pression that their sole interest is to 
undersell their neighbour, it rarely 
enters into their minds that their own 
country affords them an illustration of 
the very system that strikes them here 
ae an irritating novelty; and that the in- 
titutions which so-called Progress is 
endeavouring to destroy in London, 
are found to contain the secret of 
snocessful commerce in Shanghai and 
Hankow. The Guild system is the 
outward expression of the spirit of 
combination; and until the Foreigner 
catches this spirit, he will toil at a 
disadvantage. At present, the Foreign 
merchant allows the artisans at home

to form into trades-unions to injure 
him, and permits his Asiatic rivals to 
associate in Guilds to thwart him ; but 
he never learns from these most sug- 
gestive spectacles, to use the weapon of 
combination in his own defence. The 
Taiping rebellion damaged the trade 
of Hankow, but no sooner had the storm 
passed, than the merchants set about 
Tt was to 
them the symbol of revived prosperity. 
‘They have the wisdom to seo that they 
all have the selfsame interests, and 
that even the external signs of the 
great principle of unity should be made 
as sumptuous and prominent as possible, 
Shall wo now learn from our own past, 
and from the Jand which carries some 
of the wisest traditions of the past into 
the present, where our true interest lies ? 








LovaLry, 


‘Tue visit of the Prince of Wales to 
India, and the recent debates on the 
Queen's Titles Bill, have called attention 
very generally to the various meanings 
attached to the word “loyalty,” in the 
present age. Before the first Fronch 
Revolution, the word bad very definite 
and distinct meanings, as the world 
then believed very generally in the 
“Divine Right of Kings.” The lan. 
gunge of Barke with regard to Mario 
Antoinette was.really not overcharged. 
His celebrated language expressed the 
general feeling of civilised Enrope. 
Now, however, the English-speaking 
races attach a very different sense to 
the word “loyalty,” and when they 
express their sentiments to their sove- 
reign, they show unmistakeably that 
they feel far less fervently than their 
grandfatifers did on the subject. To 
explain how this change bas come 
about, would simply be to write the 
history of the Inst hundred years; but 
taking the fact for granted, we may 
consider what is the degree of intensity 
with which the sentiment burns in the 
breasts of the natives of Hindostan 
toward their distant and foreign ruler, 
and thence we may get a few hints as 
to the depth of the feeling in this 
country. It is probably safe to affirm 
that, whereas of old loyalty was a 
feeling which existed independently of 
one’s personal interests, and often in- 
volved the absolute sacrifice of them, 
it exists now in close connection with 
one’s regard for one’s personal security, 
and in effect has a large admixture of 
selfishness in it. Tho feeling in its 
less ethereal and more practical form, 
we may safely believe, exists in India 
to a considerable extent. 

Some eighteen months ago, the 
Prince of Wales paid a visit to the old 
noblesse of France. He visited the 
Duc do la Rochefoucauld, the Duc de 
Tremouille, and other peers attached to 
the Bourbon cause. Here he caught a 
glimpse of something, the like to which 
he could never hope to see amongst the 
subjects of bis mother. ‘The French 
nobles bad sacrificed everything to an 
idea, or a principle (call it what you 





will), But the great Indian princes, 
the rajahs and chieftains of India, have 
supported British rule, aot only because 
British rule is beneficent aud just, but 
because it was and is the winning side, 
‘The sentimental aspect of loyalty does 
not exist in the Queen’s Eastern pos. 
sessions, any more than it does in 
England. The People and the Crown 
have made a compact which they be. 
lieve to be mutually advantageons, and 
it is the interest of both to keep this 
compact faithfaily and truly, Thue, 
personal regard for an individnal has 
become respect for an engagement, 

Now, it is a matter of considerable 
importance to China, and to all those 
interested in it, to ascertain whether 
the sentiment towards the Dragon 
Throne is akin to the loyalty of the 
past or to the loyalty of the present, 
There seem no end to the troubles of 
the Government, Rumours of risings 
are always in the air, The mysterious 
secret societies are said to be ever 
plotting in subterranean subtlety the 
downfall of the existing order of things, 
There is no strong head of affairs to 
command the personal respect and 
affection of the masses; and etiquette 
surrounds the Emperor with such a 
veil of ceremonious mystery, that even 
if he were an energetic and capable 
man, it would be difficult for him to 
become, in a European sense of the 
word, popular, What we have to trust 
to, then, is the existence of loyalty to 
the engagement between rulera and 
ruled. We are disposed to think that 
this feeling exists in greater strength 
than is popularly believed. A. little 
incident lately mentioned by Dr. Yates, 
in his lecture on the Taiping Rebellion, 
speaks well for the loyalty of officials, 
We refer to the faithfulness of the 
Shangbai Magistrate, when the rebels 
marched to his yamén and demanded 
from him his great seal. “It has been 
entrusted to mo by the Emperor,” he 
said, “and it is here” (striking his 
heart); “if you wish it, you must first 
take my life ;” and he was as good as 
his word, Wee believe that, in case of 
another revolutionary movement in the 
Middle Kingdom, many instances of 
good faith would be found; as we are 
assured that, in caso of another Indian 
mutiny, the loyalty based ona mutual 
arrangement—though not so Quixotic 
as the loyalty based on an idea—might 
be safely counted on to protect our 
Empire. 








BUSINESS AND PLEASURE. 
‘Tue feeling now prevalent in the 
Settlement is akin to that which obtain 
in an army when the soldiers know 
that in a few brief days they will be 
engaged in a battle for life or death, 
but resolve to enjoy the bliss of a 
short space for preparation and rest. 
The senson of amusement is over and 
done, ‘The season of active, absorbing 
strife is on the eve of beginning. The 
attitude of the residents is peculiar. 
They are willing to make the very 
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most of the time allowed them; and 
the idleness of the community during 
the Race days was as thorougl as any 
idleness can well be. But, at the same 
time, there are notes of preparation in 
the air; the feeling which all are 
conscious of is, that a very different 
class of thoughts will soon occupy the 
mind, and a fur intenser and more 
engrossing care employ the energies of 
the foreign dwellers in the much cal- 
umniated mud-flat, The poet resolved 
to give “the first mild day of March” 
to idleness ; and so Shanghai dedicated 
the first four days of May to that 
laborious leisure which the Englisbman 
considers a synonym for the “dolce far 
niente” of the Italian, Anglo-Saxons 
call all work out of their own trade or 
profession, idleness; and the jockeys 
and noble owners who strain all the 
powers of their bodies and minds to 
secure the victory of a favourite pony, 
believe firmly that they are doing 
nothing. Now the four days are 
over, the real business of Shanghai life 
will begin. Now the rush of eager 
tea-tasters to Hankow will take place, 
and the actual race for wealth will 
commence in earnest. A glance at the 
winter season now over is certainly 
full of pleasant reminiscences. Never 
has Shanghai been such a bearable 
place to dwell in, as at this moment of 
ita darkest history and most profound 
commercial depress The amus 

ments have been many, and they have 
been varied by the introduction of 
several noteworthy elements of pleasure. 
The private parties have lacked no 
adjunct to rendor them thoronghly 
‘and completely enjoyable, The public 
amusements have been, under favour 
of the “laudator temporis acti,” dis. 
tinguished by peculiar features of 
intelligent enjoyment. The Fancy 
Dress Ball, and the Theatricals with 
real ladies on tho stage, have been eras 
in the social life of the Settlement, and 
have proved that there is as much taste 
as there is spirit in the community. 
Now, however, we are to enter on an 
altogether different scene, The great 
attempt at money-making has to be 
made once more; and the old battle 
with fortune and the “Heathen Chinee” 
has to be resumed. It is idle to ask 
meni to be guided by the lessons of the 
past; for the “Kill Joy” who, in the 
animated moment before the fight, 
persists in knelling in the ears of the 
combatants the list of killed and 
wounded in the last action, in voted by 
all sides an intolerable nuisance. After 
all, the question is simply one of 
coutinuance in China. If things go 
well, there is hope of the return home 
—of the pleasant house in Kent or 
Sussex, of the box at the Opera for 
the “placens weor,” and Harrow, or, 
perhaps, Eton for the boys. If not, 
there is another and another year in 
Shanghai, with more economical sur- 
roundings, and Mincing Lane or a 
coffee plantation for the “olive branches” 
around the table, ‘The retrospect of 
he years that are gone is not so very 














bright; bat there Lave been oases in 
the desert through which the oldest 
and least fortunate residents have passed. 
IE we are wise, we sball count the cost 
of rasbness, which may entail a pro- 
tracted sojourn in the East; for it is 
painfol trath that, though Shanghai is 
pleasant enough for young men, when 
we get past middle life, its amusements 
begin to clog.

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THE SHOEING OF HORSES. 

It has been ji irked that ‘‘the 
health of a horse is dependent on the con- 
dition of his feet ;” and many of this com- 
munity are now so interested in ponies, 
some for pleasure, others from necessity, 
that the following notes on “ shoeing,” 

















from the best and most receut 
authorities on the eubject, may be especially 
serviceable :— 

‘The horse's foot is made up of one outer 
rim calied the “crust,” which is united to 
the last bone of the foot, and a white or 
yellow line marks its junction with the 
*gole.” Behind this are the ‘ bars,” aud 
then tho “frog.” 

‘The shape of the foot should be circular, 
except on the inner side, where it should 
be slightly fiattened, for the horse in action 
would strike the opposite leg, if the foot 
were completely round, 

‘The hoof should have an inclination of 
about 50 to GO degrees, and the frout 
face should be about a third longer than 
at the heels, It is protected by « trans- 
lucent covering, which should never on 
any account be rasped or cut away, 

To prepare the foot for the shve, the 
crust should be rasped down to the extent 
of its growth since the last shoeing, and 
to a level with the sole; all loose horn 
ineapable of supporting the shoe should 
be removed, but it ought not to be rasped 




















or cut below the white or yellow line 
which marks its junction with the sole. 
As ral rulg; the heels require little 





or no alteration beyond rasping down to 
a level with the frog, and the growth 
towards the toe also shortened with the 


rasp. 

‘Tho frog ought to rost on the ground ; 
but ueither this nor the bars should be 
touched by the knife except to remove the 
dead and flakey layers they may havo 
thrown off in their grow! 
hoes have fur their object the pro 
tection of the crust of the foot, and they 
should be of a thin narrow plate of iron, 
thinner at the heels rather than otherwi 
80 to cause the horse to walk on 
frog. Hind or fore shoes thickened towards 
the heel are bad, and a thin wide shoe is 
better than a narrow thick one, If the 
f the foot has not been mut 
paring, the shoe need not exceed 
of the ‘crust or outer wall ; it # 
wide enough at the quarters and the heel 
to cover the whole of the crust, but yet 
not wide enough or long enough to eu- 
dxnger the opposite limbs by atriking them ; 
and it should uot impinge upon the frog. 

‘Tho hoof surface of the shoe should bo 
flat, so as to support the crust and such 
part of the sole as its width permits, 

‘The ould be fitted to follow the 
little more to the 
outside than to tho inside. At the point of 
the heel they should bo rather wider than 
the foot itself, otherwise, as the foot grows 
in length, the heels of the shoe in a short 
time get within the f the horse, 
which pressure often breaks the crust and 
produces lameness or a corn. 

‘The heel -of tho shoo should be made 
ht at the extreme points, and it 
should not be continued beyond the heel 
of the horse, Exch shoo should have a 
clip at the middle of the too, except in 
hind shoes, when a clip ou each’side of the 
toe may be necessary. 

‘A shoe for a pon 
more than 6 or 8 oun 
fitted just hot enongh to make fo 
prefecily level bed. 

The nails should be counteraunk, level 
with the surface of the shoe. In the 
fore-feet they should be towards the front, 
because the horn there is hardest and 
rongest. 4 or 5 are enough—2 on the 
side and 2 or 3 on the outside, In the 
hind-feet, the horn is strougest and toughest 
towards the heels, and 6 nails may be used 
—3 on each side.” Where the clip comes 
there should be no nail. 

For bruised heels (corns), or for feot 
that have suffered much by raspiog and 
ing, a three-quarter shoo may be used. 
is is made by cutting off the irou on 
the inside quarter towards the heel, and 
the shoe at this part should be thinned. 
Tips or half-shoes may be used for tho 
same reason and in the same way, the

THE DEPRECIATION OF SILVER. 
To the Editor of the 
Noxra-Curxa HERatp, 

Sm,—Tho Pall Mall Gazette has not been 
hitherto regarded as any grost authority 
on financial matters ; it might neverthe- 
Teas have been expected that, when it 
wrote about a subject like the depreciation 
of silver, it should have procured the 
services of a writer possessing a less super- 
ficial knowledge of it. The ignorance of 
this writer, however, shows how much at 
sea London journalists are on the subject. 
In order to’ account for phenomena, the 














proposes to go as far afield as Japan, and 
refers to the demonetization of Silver, and 
its withdrawal from circulation, in Japan! 
That Japan has adopted a gold currency 
yerfectly true, but that she had demone- 

i ‘ot the fact. Silver is still 
Silver yen are taken by the 
SLL per $100. ‘The 
consequence of a double standard having 
been established in Japan, is that gold 
coins were largely exported last year, to 
the bewilderment of the native and foreign 
journalists, who londly bewailed the efflux 
of gold.—The loss suffered in Exchange by 
the Indian Government, is largely exag- 
gerated ; the intrinsic value of the Com- 
pany’s rupee is 165 gains of pure silver, 
and therefore equal to 22;% pence 
that it had not fallen one-eighth, as # 
writer calculates. A reference to the 
figures quoted in my last, will show that 
the American production — instanced 
amounts to about two-sevenths only of 
the production of silver during the poriod 
referred to, 
increase in the production of silver, 
1e decrease of that of gold, has for 
years past gradually lowered the 
relative value of silver. ‘The sudden fall 
early this year, was owing to th 
scarcity of gold, which I h 
pointed out, and’ also to the action of the 
German Government in pressing sales of 
its demonetized silver, for which there ix 
no immediate omployment, The reaction 
has already extended to restoring prices 
nearly to alevel with the lowest of last 
year. 

It may be not amiss to remind my 
fellow nts, that between 1853 and 
1855, sterling ‘exchange in Shanghai 
fluctuated between Os, 7d. and 7. Od. per

by him to Macdonald when the latter left the 
ship after the collision. 
+ Captain Jones admitted that he gave the 
order to Macdonald, but said that when he 
did ao he had no idea the injury done to the 
ship waa so great. 

‘His Hoxour eaid that Macdonald having 
failed to perform his contract, which was to 
pilot the ship from the Saddles to the wharf 
in safety, he could not recover. Tt would be 
another thing if the accident was not due 
to any fault of his—but that His Honour 
thought, from what had been stated, was not 
ikely to be made out.
